A.:few days ago the human eye 
was permitted to look upon a scene 
which, paradoxically, the eye has 
never seen and perhaps never will.' 
It was a view of the earth taken 
at- an altitude of 100 miles by a 
radio - operated camera in a V-2 | 
rocket. 
- 
| 


,A:..hundrcd horizontal miles are 
as nothing today. Man can 
fly 
them in a very few minutes. A hun- 
dred vertical miles can easily be 
encompassed by man's imigana- 
;,ation. But the idea of human pres- 
•*<inC6' at that distance above 
the 
earth's surface is incomprehensible 
to most of us. 
The rocket's camera simulated 
that, human presence, and the re- 
sult, was both inspiring and hum- 
bling. There was the curve of the 
earth. There lay a section of a re- 
cognizable globe. Man had known 
for centuries that this would be so 
though he had never really seen it. 
Now a product of human ingenuity 
had, brought1 back to earth visual 
pr'ooj of human wisdom. 


vji'.Bwt if,the earth's shape were re- 
•ycognizable, its features were not. 
Mountains were merely patterns of 
light and shadow. A great body of 
water was a black patch. Clouds 
were tiny d9ts and clusters. There 
was no evidence of what some 
have called a minor superficial phe- 
nomenon of this planet — life. 


. Yet man, looking at this new pic- 
ture', could know that down there 
nomcnon of this planet — life. 
where those tiny dots and clusters 
appeared there was a,thin blanket 
-,of atmosphere. Beneath it 
were 
f-jtowns and roads and moving crea- 
Sjjrtures. And he could know 
that 
there was also trouble and pain, 
greed aj^i anger, sorrow and death. 
f: m',the point where the rocket 
the astromoner's yardstick — the 
infinitely close when measured by 
camera's shutter opened — a point 
race of man could destroy itself 
without the camera's noting it. The 
explosion of a hundred 
atomic 
bombs would only add a few more 
puffs of cloud to the picture. 


A hundred miles are as nothing. 
Yet from that short distance 
in 


• 'space the strife of men and of na- 
'V. lions, and most of the things that 
they strive for, and not only un- 
j^rnpprtant. They are invisible. 
. Man's searching wisdom, however 
,is not unimportant. The fact that 
. he .sees without being seen is re- 
.markable. Even his,, V-2 rocket is 
.remarkable. 
Man should work hard on his ro- 


• ckct, not to arm it with a bigger 
• warhead but to send it flying high- 
'er with bigger and better cameras, 
' pictures out in space, and ponder 


jA .Perhaps then, after a while, he 
wA'ould realize that he is a terribly 
lonely creature in a cold and limit- 
less, universe. He might even come 
to;the conclusion that it would be 
better for human beings to band 
together for comfort and happiness 
than to busy themselves for plans 
for invisible destruction.

U.S., Russia to 
Clash Over Jap 
Reparations 


Washington, April 4 — (£>)—The 


United States moved today toward 
a showdown with Russia over the 
division of Japanese reparations, 
with all signs pointing to a battle 
as bitter as the one go'ing on at the 
Moscow conference regarding war 
damages from Germany. 


At stake arc about 1,000 Japa- 
nese industrial plants earmarked 
for shipment to various countries 
in payment for damage during the 
war. Over Russian objections, the 
United States intends to send about 
300 of them immediately to China, 
the Philippines, and eastern pos- 
sessions 01 the Netherlands 
and 
Great Britain. 


The country fought and won the 


preliminary skirmish with the Rus- 
sians late yesterday when it 
in- 


voked a procedural maneuver to 
break a deadlock over its plan to 
give the four nations some repara- 
tions without delay for "relief pur- 
poses." 


The United States- on Feb. 13 pro- 


posed to the 11-nation Far Eastern 
Commission an interim program of 
advance reparations for China, the 
Netherlands East Indies, 
British 


Far Eastern possessions and 
the 


Philippines. 


Thirty per cent of total repara- 


tions from Japan would be divided 
among these 
countries 
in 
this 


>vay: China, 15 per cent, the Phil- 
ippines 5, the Netherlands 5 and 
Britain 5 per cent. 


The remaining 70 per cent would 


oe divided in the final reparations 
settlement. 


Officials- acquainted with the 'sit- 


uation said that during preliminary 
discussion Russia objected on the 
grounds that an over-all settlement 
of Japanese reparations should be 
reached first. 


One of the issues is Russia's con- 


tention that $2,000,000,000 in Man- 
churian war plants 
already 
re- 


moved are "war booty" and not 
reparations. The United States has 
argued the Manchurian plants are 
to be considered in the final Japa- 
nese reparations settlement. 


The 
official 
informants 
said 
France and 
fndia also 
objected, 


primarily because they were 
not 


included in the interim 
program. 


Australia was reported 
to 
have 


argued all reparations must await 
a Japanese peace treaty. 


New Zealand, Canada," China, the 


Netherlands, the Philippines sup- 
ported the United States. 
Britain 


took a middle of the road position. 
Faced by a possible veto 
by 


Russia, and perhaps France, U.S. 
Delegate Frank R. McCoy told the 
commission the. United States 
is 


ordering Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
supreme Allied commander for Ja- 
pan, to go ahead with the program 
immediately. 


Moscow, April 4 —(fP)—Soviet 
For- 


eign Minister V. M. Molotov said 
today he saw a danger that Amer- 
ican proposals for the political or- 
ganization of Germany would lead 
to Germany's dismemberment. 


Molotov made the statement in 
answer to questions submitted by 
Johannes 
Steel, 
an . American 


writer and former radio commen- 
tator. 


The Soviet minister also said it 


was his opinion that the results of 
such a development 
would 
give 
"German militarists 
and 
revan- 


chists 
(Revengers)" an 
opportu- 


nity to take the affairs of Germany 
into their own hands. 


In the first official Soviet 
com- 


ment on President Truman's pro- 
posed aid to Greece, Molotov went 
on record with the declaration he 
doubted the plan would "restore 
democracy" in Greece.

A.:few days ago the human eye 
was permitted to look upon a scene 
which, paradoxically, the eye has 
never seen and perhaps never will.' 
It was a view of the earth taken 
at- an altitude of 100 miles by a 
radio - operated camera in a V-2 | 
rocket.

,A:..hundrcd horizontal miles are 
as nothing today. Man can 
fly 
them in a very few minutes. A hun- 
dred vertical miles can easily be 
encompassed by man's imigana- 
;,ation. But the idea of human pres- 
•*<inC6' at that distance above 
the 
earth's surface is incomprehensible 
to most of us. 
The rocket's camera simulated 
that, human presence, and the re- 
sult, was both inspiring and hum- 
bling. There was the curve of the 
earth. There lay a section of a re- 
cognizable globe. Man had known 
for centuries that this would be so 
though he had never really seen it. 
Now a product of human ingenuity 
had, brought1 back to earth visual 
pr'ooj of human wisdom. 


vji'.Bwt if,the earth's shape were re- 
•ycognizable, its features were not. 
Mountains were merely patterns of 
light and shadow. A great body of 
water was a black patch. Clouds 
were tiny d9ts and clusters. There 
was no evidence of what some 
have called a minor superficial phe- 
nomenon of this planet — life. 


. Yet man, looking at this new pic- 
ture', could know that down there 
nomcnon of this planet — life. 
where those tiny dots and clusters 
appeared there was a,thin blanket 
-,of atmosphere. Beneath it 
were 
f-jtowns and roads and moving crea- 
Sjjrtures. And he could know 
that 
there was also trouble and pain, 
greed aj^i anger, sorrow and death. 
f: m',the point where the rocket 
the astromoner's yardstick — the 
infinitely close when measured by 
camera's shutter opened — a point 
race of man could destroy itself 
without the camera's noting it. The 
explosion of a hundred 
atomic 
bombs would only add a few more 
puffs of cloud to the picture. 


A hundred miles are as nothing. 
Yet from that short distance 
in 


• 'space the strife of men and of na- 
'V. lions, and most of the things that 
they strive for, and not only un- 
j^rnpprtant. They are invisible. 
. Man's searching wisdom, however 
,is not unimportant. The fact that 
. he .sees without being seen is re- 
.markable. Even his,, V-2 rocket is 
.remarkable. 
Man should work hard on his ro- 


• ckct, not to arm it with a bigger 
• warhead but to send it flying high- 
'er with bigger and better cameras, 
' pictures out in space, and ponder 


jA .Perhaps then, after a while, he 
wA'ould realize that he is a terribly 
lonely creature in a cold and limit- 
less, universe. He might even come 
to;the conclusion that it would be 
better for human beings to band 
together for comfort and happiness 
than to busy themselves for plans 
for invisible destruction.

U.S., Russia to 
Clash Over Jap 
Reparations 


Washington, April 4 — (£>)—The 


United States moved today toward 
a showdown with Russia over the 
division of Japanese reparations, 
with all signs pointing to a battle 
as bitter as the one go'ing on at the 
Moscow conference regarding war 
damages from Germany. 


At stake arc about 1,000 Japa- 
nese industrial plants earmarked 
for shipment to various countries 
in payment for damage during the 
war. Over Russian objections, the 
United States intends to send about 
300 of them immediately to China,

A.:few days ago the human eye 
was permitted to look upon a scene 
which, paradoxically, the eye has 
never seen and perhaps never will.' 
It was a view of the earth taken 
at- an altitude of 100 miles by a 
radio - operated camera in a V-2 | 
rocket. 
- 
| 


,A:..hundrcd horizontal miles are 
as nothing today. Man can 
fly 
them in a very few minutes. A hun- 
dred vertical miles can easily be 
encompassed by man's imigana- 
;,ation. But the idea of human pres- 
•*<inC6' at that distance above 
the 
earth's surface is incomprehensible 
to most of us. 
The rocket's camera simulated 
that, human presence, and the re- 
sult, was both inspiring and hum- 
bling. There was the curve of the 
earth. There lay a section of a re- 
cognizable globe. Man had known 
for centuries that this would be so 
though he had never really seen it. 
Now a product of human ingenuity 
had, brought1 back to earth visual 
pr'ooj of human wisdom. 


vji'.Bwt if,the earth's shape were re- 
•ycognizable, its features were not. 
Mountains were merely patterns of 
light and shadow. A great body of 
water was a black patch. Clouds 
were tiny d9ts and clusters. There 
was no evidence of what some 
have called a minor superficial phe- 
nomenon of this planet — life. 


. Yet man, looking at this new pic- 
ture', could know that down there 
nomcnon of this planet — life. 
where those tiny dots and clusters 
appeared there was a,thin blanket 
-,of atmosphere. Beneath it 
were 
f-jtowns and roads and moving crea- 
Sjjrtures. And he could know 
that 
there was also trouble and pain, 
greed aj^i anger, sorrow and death. 
f: m',the point where the rocket 
the astromoner's yardstick — the 
infinitely close when measured by 
camera's shutter opened — a point 
race of man could destroy itself 
without the camera's noting it. The 
explosion of a hundred 
atomic 
bombs would only add a few more 
puffs of cloud to the picture. 


A hundred miles are as nothing. 
Yet from that short distance 
in 


• 'space the strife of men and of na- 
'V. lions, and most of the things that 
they strive for, and not only un- 
j^rnpprtant. They are invisible. 
. Man's searching wisdom, however 
,is not unimportant. The fact that 
. he .sees without being seen is re- 
.markable. Even his,, V-2 rocket is 
.remarkable. 
Man should work hard on his ro- 


• ckct, not to arm it with a bigger 
• warhead but to send it flying high- 
'er with bigger and better cameras, 
' pictures out in space, and ponder 


jA .Perhaps then, after a while, he 
wA'ould realize that he is a terribly 
lonely creature in a cold and limit- 
less, universe.

U.S., Russia to 
Clash Over Jap 
Reparations 


Washington, April 4 — (£>)—The 


United States moved today toward 
a showdown with Russia over the 
division of Japanese reparations, 
with all signs pointing to a battle 
as bitter as the one go'ing on at the 
Moscow conference regarding war 
damages from Germany. 


At stake arc about 1,000 Japa- 
nese industrial plants earmarked 
for shipment to various countries 
in payment for damage during the 
war. Over Russian objections, the 
United States intends to send about 
300 of them immediately to China, 
the Philippines, and eastern pos- 
sessions 01 the Netherlands 
and 
Great Britain. 


The country fought and won the 


preliminary skirmish with the Rus- 
sians late yesterday when it 
in- 


voked a procedural maneuver to 
break a deadlock over its plan to 
give the four nations some repara- 
tions without delay for "relief pur- 
poses." 


The United States- on Feb. 13 pro- 


posed to the 11-nation Far Eastern 
Commission an interim program of 
advance reparations for China, the 
Netherlands East Indies, 
British 


Far Eastern possessions and 
the 


Philippines.

tions from Japan would be divided 
among these

>vay: China, 15 per cent, the Phil- 
ippines 5, the Netherlands 5 and 
Britain 5 per cent. 


The remaining 70 per cent would

earth's surface is incomprehensible 
to most of us. 
The rocket's camera simulated 
that, human presence, and the re- 
sult, was both inspiring and hum- 
bling. There was the curve of the 
earth. There lay a section of a re- 
cognizable globe. Man had known 
for centuries that this would be so 
though he had never really seen it. 
Now a product of human ingenuity 
had, brought1 back to earth visual 
pr'ooj of human wisdom. 


vji'.Bwt if,the earth's shape were re- 
•ycognizable, its features were not. 
Mountains were merely patterns of 
light and shadow. A great body of 
water was a black patch. Clouds 
were tiny d9ts and clusters. There 
was no evidence of what some 
have called a minor superficial phe- 
nomenon of this planet — life. 


. Yet man, looking at this new pic- 
ture', could know that down there 
nomcnon of this planet — life. 
where those tiny dots and clusters 
appeared there was a,thin blanket

there was also trouble and pain, 
greed aj^i anger, sorrow and death.

A hundred miles are as nothing. 
Yet from that short distance

j^rnpprtant. They are invisible. 
. Man's searching wisdom, however 
,is not unimportant. The fact that 
. he .sees without being seen is re- 
.markable. Even his,, V-2 rocket is 
.remarkable. 
Man should work hard on his ro- 


• ckct, not to arm it with a bigger 
• warhead but to send it flying high- 
'er with bigger and better cameras, 
' pictures out in space, and ponder 


jA .Perhaps then, after a while, he 
wA'ould realize that he is a terribly 
lonely creature in a cold and limit- 
less, universe. He might even come 
to;the conclusion that it would be 
better for human beings to band 
together for comfort and happiness 
than to busy themselves for plans 
for invisible destruction.

U.S., Russia to 
Clash Over Jap 
Reparations 


Washington, April 4 — (£>)—The 


United States moved today toward 
a showdown with Russia over the 
division of Japanese reparations, 
with all signs pointing to a battle 
as bitter as the one go'ing on at the 
Moscow conference regarding war 
damages from Germany. 


At stake arc about 1,000 Japa- 
nese industrial plants earmarked 
for shipment to various countries 
in payment for damage during the 
war. Over Russian objections, the 
United States intends to send about 
300 of them immediately to China, 
the Philippines, and eastern pos- 
sessions 01 the Netherlands 
and 
Great Britain. 


The country fought and won the 


preliminary skirmish with the Rus- 
sians late yesterday when it 
in- 


voked a procedural maneuver to 
break a deadlock over its plan to 
give the four nations some repara- 
tions without delay for "relief pur- 
poses." 


The United States- on Feb. 13 pro- 


posed to the 11-nation Far Eastern 
Commission an interim program of 
advance reparations for China, the 
Netherlands East Indies, 
British 


Far Eastern possessions and 
the 


Philippines. 


Thirty per cent of total repara- 


tions from Japan would be divided 
among these 
countries 
in 
this 


>vay: China, 15 per cent, the Phil- 
ippines 5, the Netherlands 5 and 
Britain 5 per cent. 


The remaining 70 per cent would 


oe divided in the final reparations 
settlement. 


Officials- acquainted with the 'sit- 


uation said that during preliminary 
discussion Russia objected on the 
grounds that an over-all settlement 
of Japanese reparations should be 
reached first. 


One of the issues is Russia's con- 


tention that $2,000,000,000 in Man- 
churian war plants 
already 
re- 


moved are "war booty" and not 
reparations. The United States has 
argued the Manchurian plants are 
to be considered in the final Japa- 
nese reparations settlement.

Molotov made the statement in 
answer to questions submitted by 
Johannes 
Steel,

writer and former radio commen- 
tator. 


The Soviet minister also said it

(Revengers)" an 
opportu- 


nity to take the affairs of Germany 
into their own hands. 


In the first official Soviet 
com- 


ment on President Truman's pro- 
posed aid to Greece, Molotov went 
on record with the declaration he 
doubted the plan would "restore 
democracy" in Greece. 


The best way to restore demo- 


cracy to Greece would bo to do 
away with foreign 
intervention, 


Molotov commented. 


The implication that Greece was 


no democracy at present was an 
assumption advanced by Steel, who 
put the question to Molotov in this 
way: "Do you believe that Presi- 
dent Truman's proposed American 
policy on Greece will res-tore demo- 
cracy to Greece?" 


Molotov's declaration -on Greece 


and 
other questions 
came in a 


series of 10 ouestions and answers 
put to him in writing by Steel, who 
arrived in Moscow early in the con- 
ference of foreign ministers.

Scripture: John, Chapters 20 and

The Resurrection of Jesus of Na- 
zareth is the one great ray of light, 
hope, faith, and inspiration in what, 
without that fact, would be a dark 
and gloomy world. 


I dp not mean to be pessimistic 
and ignore the joy and laughter, 
the happy relationships, the satis- 
factions of achievement, and 
all 
the pages of heroism and 
glory 
that mark the history of man since 
the human race began. 


But if the grave is the end of it 
all, the joy and 
happiness 
are 
short-lived, and the glory, no mat- 
ter how great, is tarnisned. 
The 
greater the life Mid the more splen- 
did its achievement, the 
more 
startling, and often the more tra- 
gic, is its coming to an end. 


When news came to the world of 
the sudden death of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, to shock to the na 
tion was more than the passing of 
a foremost world figure. Much of 
the shock .was at the fact of death 
itself—that death could so sudden 
ly end a career of such forceful 
ness and import and at the same 
time bring about a changed aspect 
of national and international 
af 
"airs. 


The public was forcefully 
im 
pressed with what death is 
and 
with what death can do. And as 
that is sensed in the passing of ev 
cry great man, it is sensed also in 
the passing of every relative and 
friend. 


It is in the presence of death that 
we seek some evidence that can as 
suage its sadness and create some 
overpowering hope and confidence 
that can bring light into darkness 
and tragedy. And I know no evi- 
dence in nature, life, or history, ex- 
cept the evidence of the Resurrec- 
tion of Jesus. It is the one 
su- 
preme face. 


And what evidence have we of 
that Resurrection? The evidence 
of disciples whose own lives, out- 
look, and actions were changed by 
the fact htat they saw Him after 
His crucifixion. 


They were affected by His death 
just as we are all affected by the 
death .of one we love. They were 
sad beyond measure, and they were 
bewildered by the blow that 
had 
been struck. 


But beyond their sadness was the 
intensity of a great disappointment 
and dicouragment, the blasting of 
hopes that had been great enough 
to induce them to leave everything 
and follow a Master about to es- 
tablish a kingdom. 


Then suddenly their 
complete 
despair was transformed into a re- 
'yival of faith, but a faith that in 
itself was as the resurrection 
of 
something that had died. In that 
new 
found faith their vain am 


bitions and their disputations about 
who should be first were all left 
behind. 


Vision and courage of a new com 
prehension of the meaning of Chr 
ist and His Gospel inspired them 
to go forth to their spiritual con 
quest of the world. 


The miracle of what happened to 
the disciples is the miracle of the 
Resurrection. And faith in the Ri 
sen Lord has been the power and 
inspiration of those who have fol 
lowed in their footsteps to bring to 
men God's gift of eternal life. '

The Doctor 
Says:

Chewing gum for health's sake 
has no scientific support. The pres 
em custom of chewing bubble gum 
and blowing it in and out of the 
mouth is an unsanitary practice. 


It appears that the practice of 
gum chewing has grown out of in- 
creasing nervousness of our people 
but the supppsition that it relieves 
nervous tension is unfounded. 
a 
group of people who chewed gum to 
sec what effect it had upon their 
blood pressures did not show any 
effect, but mouth temperatures ta- 
ken after violent sessions of gum- 
chewing revealed development of 
local heat amounting to several de- 
grees of fever from the muscular 
activity. 


Chewing gum even has 
been 
recommended as a preventive for 
ear infections. This idea apparent- 
ly is based on the practice of avia- 
tors chewing gum to keep 
their 
eustachian tubes open during chan 
gcs of air pressure. While this may 
prevent difficulty from air chang 
es, it does not keep bacteria from 
entering the eustachian tube and 
reaching the ear. 


When food is taken 
into 
the 
mouth, both salivary and stomach 
juice starts to flow. The sight, smell 
or anticipation of food can produce 
the same effect. With rare excep- 
tions, sufficient juice is poured out 
to digest the food. If it does not 
take place in the mouth or stomach 
it will .occur farther down in the 
intestine. So there is no reason to 
chew gum to stimulate flow when 
any food is sufficient for the pur- 
pose. 


Can Spread Disease 
Many women who chew gum ap- 
parently do so because they are 
nervous. A more effective way for 
women to relieve nervous tension 
is to do things with their hands 
such as sewing or knitting, Child- 
ren also do much better if they 
are given hand work to do when 
they begin to show the need for 
relaxation. 


Bubble gum could easily spread 
disease by expectoration of spray 
as it is pushed in and out of the 
mouth, or by handling the gum af- 
ter it has been in the mouth.

The Company's offer to arbitrate the basic wage demands, 
of the telephone workers union is still open. 


The offer was made after more than four weeks of 
bargaining during which each of the union's 89 demands 
was discussed in detail. When no agreement was 
reached, the company offered to arbitrate the major 
question of wages in an effort to prevent a strike. 


The union's demands total $66,000,000 a year. This is 
equal to an average of $3 a month per customer. All told, 
the demands would cost the equivalent of 70 cents an hour 
per employee on top of present wage levels. In basic wages 
alone, the average increase would be $18 a week. 


The company has made no offer pf higher wages because 
it sincerely believes there is no justification for an increase. 
But to insure fair treatment to the employees, users, and 
the company we proposed that the issue be passed upon 
by five impartial citizens, appointed one each by.the gov- 
ernors of the states in which we operate. 


Telephone wage rates have been increased 63 per cent in 
the last six years. They compare favorably with wages 
paid in the same community for work requiring comparable 
skill and training. 


The offer to arbitrate is fair to everyone — to the workers, 
to the company, and to the public. The company hopes 
that a strike can be prevented.

Scripture: John, Chapters 20 and 


BY WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 
The Resurrection of Jesus of Na- 
zareth is the one great ray of light, 
hope, faith, and inspiration in what, 
without that fact, would be a dark 
and gloomy world. 


I dp not mean to be pessimistic 
and ignore the joy and laughter, 
the happy relationships, the satis- 
factions of achievement, and 
all 
the pages of heroism and 
glory 
that mark the history of man since 
the human race began. 


But if the grave is the end of it 
all, the joy and 
happiness 
are 
short-lived, and the glory, no mat- 
ter how great, is tarnisned. 
The 
greater the life Mid the more splen- 
did its achievement, the 
more 
startling, and often the more tra- 
gic, is its coming to an end. 


When news came to the world of 
the sudden death of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, to shock to the na 
tion was more than the passing of 
a foremost world figure. Much of 
the shock .was at the fact of death 
itself—that death could so sudden 
ly end a career of such forceful 
ness and import and at the same 
time bring about a changed aspect 
of national and international 
af 
"airs. 


The public was forcefully 
im 
pressed with what death is 
and 
with what death can do. And as 
that is sensed in the passing of ev 
cry great man, it is sensed also in 
the passing of every relative and 
friend. 


It is in the presence of death that 
we seek some evidence that can as 
suage its sadness and create some 
overpowering hope and confidence 
that can bring light into darkness 
and tragedy. And I know no evi- 
dence in nature, life, or history, ex- 
cept the evidence of the Resurrec- 
tion of Jesus. It is the one 
su- 
preme face. 


And what evidence have we of 
that Resurrection? The evidence 
of disciples whose own lives, out- 
look, and actions were changed by 
the fact htat they saw Him after 
His crucifixion. 


They were affected by His death 
just as we are all affected by the 
death .of one we love. They were 
sad beyond measure, and they were 
bewildered by the blow that 
had 
been struck. 


But beyond their sadness was the 
intensity of a great disappointment 
and dicouragment, the blasting of 
hopes that had been great enough 
to induce them to leave everything 
and follow a Master about to es- 
tablish a kingdom. 


Then suddenly their 
complete 
despair was transformed into a re- 
'yival of faith, but a faith that in 
itself was as the resurrection 
of 
something that had died. In that 
new 
found faith their vain am 


bitions and their disputations about 
who should be first were all left 
behind. 


Vision and courage of a new com 
prehension of the meaning of Chr 
ist and His Gospel inspired them 
to go forth to their spiritual con 
quest of the world. 


The miracle of what happened to 
the disciples is the miracle of the 
Resurrection. And faith in the Ri 
sen Lord has been the power and 
inspiration of those who have fol 
lowed in their footsteps to bring to 
men God's gift of eternal life. '

The Doctor 
Says:

Chewing gum for health's sake 
has no scientific support. The pres 
em custom of chewing bubble gum 
and blowing it in and out of the 
mouth is an unsanitary practice. 


It appears that the practice of 
gum chewing has grown out of in- 
creasing nervousness of our people 
but the supppsition that it relieves 
nervous tension is unfounded. 
a 
group of people who chewed gum to 
sec what effect it had upon their 
blood pressures did not show any 
effect, but mouth temperatures ta- 
ken after violent sessions of gum- 
chewing revealed development of 
local heat amounting to several de- 
grees of fever from the muscular 
activity. 


Chewing gum even has 
been 
recommended as a preventive for 
ear infections. This idea apparent- 
ly is based on the practice of avia- 
tors chewing gum to keep 
their 
eustachian tubes open during chan 
gcs of air pressure. While this may 
prevent difficulty from air chang 
es, it does not keep bacteria from 
entering the eustachian tube and 
reaching the ear. 


When food is taken 
into 
the 
mouth, both salivary and stomach 
juice starts to flow. The sight, smell 
or anticipation of food can produce 
the same effect. With rare excep- 
tions, sufficient juice is poured out 
to digest the food. If it does not 
take place in the mouth or stomach 
it will .occur farther down in the 
intestine. So there is no reason to 
chew gum to stimulate flow when 
any food is sufficient for the pur- 
pose. 


Can Spread Disease 
Many women who chew gum ap- 
parently do so because they are 
nervous. A more effective way for 
women to relieve nervous tension 
is to do things with their hands 
such as sewing or knitting, Child- 
ren also do much better if they 
are given hand work to do when 
they begin to show the need for 
relaxation. 


Bubble gum could easily spread 
disease by expectoration of spray 
as it is pushed in and out of the 
mouth, or by handling the gum af- 
ter it has been in the mouth.

The offer was made after more than four weeks of 
bargaining during which each of the union's 89 demands 
was discussed in detail. When no agreement was 
reached, the company offered to arbitrate the major 
question of wages in an effort to prevent a strike. 


The union's demands total $66,000,000 a year. This is 
equal to an average of $3 a month per customer. All told, 
the demands would cost the equivalent of 70 cents an hour 
per employee on top of present wage levels. In basic wages 
alone, the average increase would be $18 a week. 


The company has made no offer pf higher wages because 
it sincerely believes there is no justification for an increase. 
But to insure fair treatment to the employees, users, and 
the company we proposed that the issue be passed upon 
by five impartial citizens, appointed one each by.the gov- 
ernors of the states in which we operate. 


Telephone wage rates have been increased 63 per cent in 
the last six years. They compare favorably with wages 
paid in the same community for work requiring comparable 
skill and training. 


The offer to arbitrate is fair to everyone — to the workers, 
to the company, and to the public. The company hopes 
that a strike can be prevented.

The Resurrection of Jesus of Na- 
zareth is the one great ray of light, 
hope, faith, and inspiration in what, 
without that fact, would be a dark 
and gloomy world. 


I dp not mean to be pessimistic 
and ignore the joy and laughter, 
the happy relationships, the satis- 
factions of achievement, and 
all 
the pages of heroism and 
glory 
that mark the history of man since 
the human race began. 


But if the grave is the end of it 
all, the joy and 
happiness 
are 
short-lived, and the glory, no mat- 
ter how great, is tarnisned. 
The 
greater the life Mid the more splen- 
did its achievement, the 
more 
startling, and often the more tra- 
gic, is its coming to an end. 


When news came to the world of 
the sudden death of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, to shock to the na 
tion was more than the passing of 
a foremost world figure. Much of 
the shock .was at the fact of death 
itself—that death could so sudden 
ly end a career of such forceful 
ness and import and at the same 
time bring about a changed aspect 
of national and international 
af 
"airs. 


The public was forcefully 
im 
pressed with what death is 
and 
with what death can do. And as 
that is sensed in the passing of ev 
cry great man, it is sensed also in 
the passing of every relative and 
friend. 


It is in the presence of death that 
we seek some evidence that can as 
suage its sadness and create some 
overpowering hope and confidence 
that can bring light into darkness 
and tragedy. And I know no evi- 
dence in nature, life, or history, ex- 
cept the evidence of the Resurrec- 
tion of Jesus. It is the one 
su- 
preme face. 


And what evidence have we of 
that Resurrection? The evidence 
of disciples whose own lives, out- 
look, and actions were changed by 
the fact htat they saw Him after 
His crucifixion. 


They were affected by His death 
just as we are all affected by the 
death .of one we love. They were 
sad beyond measure, and they were 
bewildered by the blow that 
had 
been struck. 


But beyond their sadness was the 
intensity of a great disappointment 
and dicouragment, the blasting of 
hopes that had been great enough 
to induce them to leave everything 
and follow a Master about to es- 
tablish a kingdom. 


Then suddenly their 
complete 
despair was transformed into a re- 
'yival of faith, but a faith that in 
itself was as the resurrection 
of 
something that had died. In that 
new 
found faith their vain am 


bitions and their disputations about 
who should be first were all left 
behind. 


Vision and courage of a new com 
prehension of the meaning of Chr 
ist and His Gospel inspired them 
to go forth to their spiritual con 
quest of the world. 


The miracle of what happened to 
the disciples is the miracle of the 
Resurrection. And faith in the Ri 
sen Lord has been the power and 
inspiration of those who have fol 
lowed in their footsteps to bring to 
men God's gift of eternal life. '

The Doctor 
Says:

Chewing gum for health's sake 
has no scientific support. The pres 
em custom of chewing bubble gum 
and blowing it in and out of the 
mouth is an unsanitary practice. 


It appears that the practice of 
gum chewing has grown out of in- 
creasing nervousness of our people 
but the supppsition that it relieves 
nervous tension is unfounded. 
a 
group of people who chewed gum to 
sec what effect it had upon their 
blood pressures did not show any 
effect, but mouth temperatures ta- 
ken after violent sessions of gum- 
chewing revealed development of 
local heat amounting to several de- 
grees of fever from the muscular 
activity. 


Chewing gum even has 
been 
recommended as a preventive for 
ear infections. This idea apparent- 
ly is based on the practice of avia- 
tors chewing gum to keep 
their 
eustachian tubes open during chan 
gcs of air pressure. While this may 
prevent difficulty from air chang 
es, it does not keep bacteria from 
entering the eustachian tube and 
reaching the ear. 


When food is taken 
into 
the 
mouth, both salivary and stomach 
juice starts to flow. The sight, smell 
or anticipation of food can produce 
the same effect. With rare excep- 
tions, sufficient juice is poured out 
to digest the food. If it does not 
take place in the mouth or stomach 
it will .occur farther down in the 
intestine. So there is no reason to 
chew gum to stimulate flow when 
any food is sufficient for the pur- 
pose. 


Can Spread Disease 
Many women who chew gum ap- 
parently do so because they are 
nervous. A more effective way for 
women to relieve nervous tension 
is to do things with their hands 
such as sewing or knitting, Child- 
ren also do much better if they 
are given hand work to do when 
they begin to show the need for 
relaxation. 


Bubble gum could easily spread 
disease by expectoration of spray 
as it is pushed in and out of the 
mouth, or by handling the gum af- 
ter it has been in the mouth.

The Company's offer to arbitrate the basic wage demands, 
of the telephone workers union is still open. 


The offer was made after more than four weeks of 
bargaining during which each of the union's 89 demands 
was discussed in detail. When no agreement was 
reached, the company offered to arbitrate the major 
question of wages in an effort to prevent a strike. 


The union's demands total $66,000,000 a year. This is 
equal to an average of $3 a month per customer. All told, 
the demands would cost the equivalent of 70 cents an hour 
per employee on top of present wage levels. In basic wages 
alone, the average increase would be $18 a week. 


The company has made no offer pf higher wages because 
it sincerely believes there is no justification for an increase. 
But to insure fair treatment to the employees, users, and 
the company we proposed that the issue be passed upon 
by five impartial citizens, appointed one each by.the gov- 
ernors of the states in which we operate. 


Telephone wage rates have been increased 63 per cent in 
the last six years. They compare favorably with wages 
paid in the same community for work requiring comparable 
skill and training. 


The offer to arbitrate is fair to everyone — to the workers, 
to the company, and to the public. The company hopes 
that a strike can be prevented.

Scripture: John, Chapters 20 and 


BY WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 
The Resurrection of Jesus of Na- 
zareth is the one great ray of light, 
hope, faith, and inspiration in what, 
without that fact, would be a dark 
and gloomy world. 


I dp not mean to be pessimistic 
and ignore the joy and laughter, 
the happy relationships, the satis- 
factions of achievement, and 
all 
the pages of heroism and 
glory 
that mark the history of man since 
the human race began. 


But if the grave is the end of it 
all, the joy and 
happiness 
are 
short-lived, and the glory, no mat- 
ter how great, is tarnisned. 
The 
greater the life Mid the more splen- 
did its achievement, the 
more 
startling, and often the more tra- 
gic, is its coming to an end. 


When news came to the world of 
the sudden death of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, to shock to the na 
tion was more than the passing of 
a foremost world figure. Much of 
the shock .was at the fact of death 
itself—that death could so sudden 
ly end a career of such forceful 
ness and import and at the same 
time bring about a changed aspect 
of national and international 
af 
"airs. 


The public was forcefully 
im 
pressed with what death is 
and 
with what death can do. And as 
that is sensed in the passing of ev 
cry great man, it is sensed also in 
the passing of every relative and 
friend.

itself was as the resurrection 
of 
something that had died. In that

found faith their vain am 


bitions and their disputations about 
who should be first were all left 
behind. 


Vision and courage of a new com 
prehension of the meaning of Chr 
ist and His Gospel inspired them 
to go forth to their spiritual con 
quest of the world. 


The miracle of what happened to 
the disciples is the miracle of the 
Resurrection. And faith in the Ri 
sen Lord has been the power and 
inspiration of those who have fol 
lowed in their footsteps to bring to 
men God's gift of eternal life. '

The Doctor 
Says:

Chewing gum for health's sake 
has no scientific support. The pres 
em custom of chewing bubble gum 
and blowing it in and out of the 
mouth is an unsanitary practice. 


It appears that the practice of 
gum chewing has grown out of in- 
creasing nervousness of our people 
but the supppsition that it relieves 
nervous tension is unfounded. 
a 
group of people who chewed gum to 
sec what effect it had upon their 
blood pressures did not show any 
effect, but mouth temperatures ta- 
ken after violent sessions of gum- 
chewing revealed development of 
local heat amounting to several de- 
grees of fever from the muscular 
activity. 


Chewing gum even has 
been 
recommended as a preventive for 
ear infections. This idea apparent- 
ly is based on the practice of avia- 
tors chewing gum to keep 
their 
eustachian tubes open during chan 
gcs of air pressure. While this may 
prevent difficulty from air chang 
es, it does not keep bacteria from 
entering the eustachian tube and 
reaching the ear. 


When food is taken 
into 
the 
mouth, both salivary and stomach 
juice starts to flow. The sight, smell 
or anticipation of food can produce 
the same effect. With rare excep- 
tions, sufficient juice is poured out 
to digest the food. If it does not 
take place in the mouth or stomach 
it will .occur farther down in the 
intestine. So there is no reason to 
chew gum to stimulate flow when 
any food is sufficient for the pur- 
pose. 


Can Spread Disease 
Many women who chew gum ap- 
parently do so because they are 
nervous. A more effective way for 
women to relieve nervous tension 
is to do things with their hands 
such as sewing or knitting, Child- 
ren also do much better if they 
are given hand work to do when 
they begin to show the need for 
relaxation. 


Bubble gum could easily spread 
disease by expectoration of spray 
as it is pushed in and out of the 
mouth, or by handling the gum af- 
ter it has been in the mouth.

The Company's offer to arbitrate the basic wage demands, 
of the telephone workers union is still open. 


The offer was made after more than four weeks of 
bargaining during which each of the union's 89 demands 
was discussed in detail. When no agreement was 
reached, the company offered to arbitrate the major 
question of wages in an effort to prevent a strike. 


The union's demands total $66,000,000 a year. This is 
equal to an average of $3 a month per customer. All told, 
the demands would cost the equivalent of 70 cents an hour 
per employee on top of present wage levels. In basic wages 
alone, the average increase would be $18 a week. 


The company has made no offer pf higher wages because 
it sincerely believes there is no justification for an increase. 
But to insure fair treatment to the employees, users, and 
the company we proposed that the issue be passed upon 
by five impartial citizens, appointed one each by.the gov- 
ernors of the states in which we operate. 


Telephone wage rates have been increased 63 per cent in 
the last six years. They compare favorably with wages 
paid in the same community for work requiring comparable 
skill and training. 


The offer to arbitrate is fair to everyone — to the workers, 
to the company, and to the public. The company hopes 
that a strike can be prevented.

The Resurrection of Jesus of Na- 
zareth is the one great ray of light, 
hope, faith, and inspiration in wnat, 
without that fact, would be a dark 
and gloomy world. 


I dp not mean to be pessimistic 
and ignore the joy and laughter, 
the happy relationships, the satis- 
factions of achievement, and 
all 
the pages of heroism and 
glory 
that mark the history of man since 
the human race began. 


But if the grave is the end of it 
all, the joy and 
happiness 
are 
short-lived, and the glory, no mat- 
ter how great, is tarnisned. 
The 
greater the life Mid the more splen- 
did its achievement, the 
more 
startling, and often the more tra- 
gic, is its coming to an end. 


When news came to the world of 
the sudden death of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, to shock to the na 
tion was more than the passing of 
a foremost world figure. Much of 
the shock .was at the fact of death 
itself—that death could so sudden 
ly end a career of such forceful 
ness and import and at the same 
time bring about a changed aspect 
of national and international 
af 
"airs. 


The public was forcefully 
im 
pressed with what death is 
and 
with what death can do. And as 
that is sensed in the passing of ev 
cry great man, it is sensed also in 
the passing of evory relative and 
friend. 


It is in the presence of death that 
we seek some evidence that can as 
suage its sadness and create some 
overpowering hope and confidence 
that can bring light into darkness 
and tragedy. And I know no evi- 
dence in nature, life, or history ex- 
cept the evidence of the Resurrec- 
tion of Jesus. It is the one 
su- 
preme face. 


And what evidence have we of 
that Resurrection? The evidence 
of disciples whose own lives, out- 
look, and actions were changed by 
the fact htat they saw Him after 
His crucifixion. 


They were'affected by His death 
just as we arc all affected by the 
death .of one we love. They were 
sad beyond measure, and they were 
bewildered by the blow that 
had 
been struck. 


But beyond their sadness was the 
intensity of a great disappointment 
and dicouragment, the blasting of 
hopes that had been great enough 
to induce them to leave everything 
and follow a Master about to es- 
tablish a kingdom. 


Then suddenly their 
complete 
despair was transformed into a re- 
' viva! of faith, but a faith that in 
itself was as the resurrection 
of 
something that had died. In that 
new 
found faith their vain am 


bitions and their disputations about 
who should be first were all left 
behind. 


Vision and courage of a new com 
prehension of the meaning of Chr 
ist and His Gospel inspired them 
to go forth to their spiritual con 
quest of the world. 


The miracle of what happened to 
the disciples is the miracle of the 
Resurrection. And faith in the Ri 
sen Lord has been the power anrj 
inspiration of those w,ho have fol 
lowed in their footsteps 'to bring to 
men God's gift of eternal life. '

The Doctor 
Says:

Chewing gum for health's sake 
has no scientific support. The pres 
ent custom of chewing bubble gum 
and blowing it in and out of the 
mouth is an unsanitary practice. 


It appears that the practice of 
gum chewing has grown out of in- 
creasing nervousness of our people 
but the supposition that it relieves 
nervous tension is unfounded. 
a 
group of people who chewed gum to 
see what effect it had upon their 
blood pressures did not show any 
effect, but mouth temperatures ta- 
ken after violent sessions of gum- 
chewing revealed development of 
local heat amounting to several de- 
grees of fever from the muscular 
activity. 


Chewing gum even has 
been 
recommended as a preventive for 
car infections. This idea apparent- 
ly is based on the practice of avia- 
tors chewing gum to keep 
their 
eustachian tubes open during chan 
gcs of air pressure. While this may 
prevent difficulty from air chang 
es, it does not keep bacteria from 
entering the eustachian lube and 
reaching the ear. 


When food is taken 
into 
the 
mouth, both salivary and stomach 
juice starts to flow. The sight, smell 
or anticipation of food can produce 
the same effect. With rare excep- 
tions, sufficient juice is poured out 
to digest the food. If it docs not 
take place in the mouth or stomach 
it will occur farther down in the 
intestine. So there is no reason to 
chew gum to stimulate flow when 
any food is sufficient for the pur- 
pose. 


Can Spread Disease 
Many women who chew gum ap- 
parently do so because they are 
nervous. A more effective way for 
women to relieve nervous tension 
is to do things with their hands 
such as sewing or knitting. Child- 
ren also do much better if they 
arc- given hand work to do 
when 
they begin to show the need for 
relaxation. 


Bubble gum could easily spread 
disease by expectoration of spray 
as it is pushed in and out of the 
mouth, or by handling the gum af- 
ter it has been in the mouth.

Arbitration Would Prevent 


A Telephone Strike 


The Company's offer to arbitrate the basic wage demands 
of the telephone workers union is still open. 


The offer was made after more than four weeks of 
bargaining during which each of the union's 89 demands 
was discussed 
in detail. When no agreement was 


reached, the company offered to arbitrate the major 
question of wages in an effort to prevent a strike. 


The union's demands total $66,000,000 a year. This is 
equal to an average of $3 a month per customer. All told, 
the demands would cost the equivalent of 70 cents an hour 
per employee on top of present wage levels. In basic wages 
alone, the average increase would be $18 a week. 


The company has made no offer pf higher wages because 
it sincerely believes there is no justification for an increase. 
But to insure fair treatment to the employees, users, and 
the company we proposed that the issue be passed upon 


by five impartial citizens, appointed one each by the gov- 
ernors of the states in which we operate. 


Telephone wage rates have been increased 63 per cent in 
the last six years. 
They compare favorably with wages 


paid in the same community for work requiring comparable 
: 


skill and training. 


The offer to arbitrate is fair to everyone — to the workers, 
to the company, and to the public. The company hopes 
that a strike can be prevented.

The Resurrection of Jesus of Na- 
zareth is the one great ray of light, 
hope, faith, and inspiration in wnat, 
without that fact, would be a dark 
and gloomy world. 


I dp not mean to be pessimistic 
and ignore the joy and laughter, 
the happy relationships, the satis- 
factions of achievement, and 
all 
the pages of heroism and 
glory 
that mark the history of man since 
the human race began. 


But if the grave is the end of it 
all, the joy and 
happiness 
are 
short-lived, and the glory, no mat- 
ter how great, is tarnisned. 
The 
greater the life Mid the more splen- 
did its achievement, the 
more 
startling, and often the more tra- 
gic, is its coming to an end. 


When news came to the world of 
the sudden death of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, to shock to the na 
tion was more than the passing of 
a foremost world figure. Much of 
the shock .was at the fact of death 
itself—that death could so sudden 
ly end a career of such forceful 
ness and import and at the same 
time bring about a changed aspect 
of national and international 
af 
"airs. 


The public was forcefully 
im 
pressed with what death is 
and 
with what death can do. And as 
that is sensed in the passing of ev 
cry great man, it is sensed also in 
the passing of evory relative and 
friend. 


It is in the presence of death that 
we seek some evidence that can as 
suage its sadness and create some 
overpowering hope and confidence 
that can bring light into darkness 
and tragedy. And I know no evi- 
dence in nature, life, or history ex- 
cept the evidence of the Resurrec- 
tion of Jesus. It is the one 
su- 
preme face. 


And what evidence have we of 
that Resurrection? The evidence 
of disciples whose own lives, out- 
look, and actions were changed by 
the fact htat they saw Him after 
His crucifixion. 


They were'affected by His death 
just as we arc all affected by the 
death .of one we love. They were 
sad beyond measure, and they were 
bewildered by the blow that 
had 
been struck. 


But beyond their sadness was the 
intensity of a great disappointment 
and dicouragment, the blasting of 
hopes that had been great enough 
to induce them to leave everything 
and follow a Master about to es- 
tablish a kingdom. 


Then suddenly their 
complete 
despair was transformed into a re- 
' viva! of faith, but a faith that in 
itself was as the resurrection 
of 
something that had died. In that 
new 
found faith their vain am 


bitions and their disputations about 
who should be first were all left 
behind. 


Vision and courage of a new com 
prehension of the meaning of Chr 
ist and His Gospel inspired them 
to go forth to their spiritual con 
quest of the world. 


The miracle of what happened to 
the disciples is the miracle of the 
Resurrection. And faith in the Ri 
sen Lord has been the power anrj 
inspiration of those w,ho have fol 
lowed in their footsteps 'to bring to 
men God's gift of eternal life. '

The Doctor 
Says:

Chewing gum for health's sake 
has no scientific support. The pres 
ent custom of chewing bubble gum 
and blowing it in and out of the 
mouth is an unsanitary practice. 


It appears that the practice of 
gum chewing has grown out of in- 
creasing nervousness of our people 
but the supposition that it relieves 
nervous tension is unfounded. 
a 
group of people who chewed gum to 
see what effect it had upon their 
blood pressures did not show any 
effect, but mouth temperatures ta- 
ken after violent sessions of gum- 
chewing revealed development of 
local heat amounting to several de- 
grees of fever from the muscular 
activity. 


Chewing gum even has 
been 
recommended as a preventive for 
car infections. This idea apparent- 
ly is based on the practice of avia- 
tors chewing gum to keep 
their 
eustachian tubes open during chan 
gcs of air pressure. While this may 
prevent difficulty from air chang 
es, it does not keep bacteria from 
entering the eustachian lube and 
reaching the ear. 


When food is taken 
into 
the 
mouth, both salivary and stomach 
juice starts to flow. The sight, smell 
or anticipation of food can produce 
the same effect. With rare excep- 
tions, sufficient juice is poured out 
to digest the food. If it docs not 
take place in the mouth or stomach 
it will occur farther down in the 
intestine. So there is no reason to 
chew gum to stimulate flow when 
any food is sufficient for the pur- 
pose. 


Can Spread Disease 
Many women who chew gum ap- 
parently do so because they are 
nervous. A more effective way for 
women to relieve nervous tension 
is to do things with their hands 
such as sewing or knitting. Child- 
ren also do much better if they 
arc- given hand work to do 
when 
they begin to show the need for 
relaxation. 


Bubble gum could easily spread 
disease by expectoration of spray 
as it is pushed in and out of the 
mouth, or by handling the gum af- 
ter it has been in the mouth.

Arbitration Would Prevent 


A Telephone Strike 


The Company's offer to arbitrate the basic wage demands 
of the telephone workers union is still open. 


The offer was made after more than four weeks of 
bargaining during which each of the union's 89 demands 
was discussed 
in detail. When no agreement was 


reached, the company offered to arbitrate the major 
question of wages in an effort to prevent a strike. 


The union's demands total $66,000,000 a year. This is 
equal to an average of $3 a month per customer. All told, 
the demands would cost the equivalent of 70 cents an hour 
per employee on top of present wage levels. In basic wages 
alone, the average increase would be $18 a week. 


The company has made no offer pf higher wages because 
it sincerely believes there is no justification for an increase. 
But to insure fair treatment to the employees, users, and 
the company we proposed that the issue be passed upon 


by five impartial citizens, appointed one each by the gov- 
ernors of the states in which we operate. 


Telephone wage rates have been increased 63 per cent in 
the last six years. 
They compare favorably with wages 


paid in the same community for work requiring comparable 
: 


skill and training. 


The offer to arbitrate is fair to everyone — to the workers, 
to the company, and to the public. The company hopes 
that a strike can be prevented.

The Resurrection of Jesus of Na- 
zareth is the one great ray of light, 
hope, faith, and inspiration in wnat, 
without that fact, would be a dark 
and gloomy world. 


I dp not mean to be pessimistic 
and ignore the joy and laughter, 
the happy relationships, the satis- 
factions of achievement, and 
all 
the pages of heroism and 
glory 
that mark the history of man since 
the human race began. 


But if the grave is the end of it 
all, the joy and 
happiness 
are 
short-lived, and the glory, no mat- 
ter how great, is tarnisned. 
The 
greater the life Mid the more splen- 
did its achievement, the 
more 
startling, and often the more tra- 
gic, is its coming to an end. 


When news came to the world of 
the sudden death of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, to shock to the na 
tion was more than the passing of 
a foremost world figure. Much of 
the shock .was at the fact of death 
itself—that death could so sudden 
ly end a career of such forceful 
ness and import and at the same 
time bring about a changed aspect 
of national and international 
af 
"airs. 


The public was forcefully 
im 
pressed with what death is 
and 
with what death can do. And as 
that is sensed in the passing of ev 
cry great man, it is sensed also in 
the passing of evory relative and 
friend. 


It is in the presence of death that 
we seek some evidence that can as 
suage its sadness and create some 
overpowering hope and confidence 
that can bring light into darkness 
and tragedy. And I know no evi- 
dence in nature, life, or history ex- 
cept the evidence of the Resurrec- 
tion of Jesus. It is the one 
su- 
preme face. 


And what evidence have we of 
that Resurrection? The evidence 
of disciples whose own lives, out- 
look, and actions were changed by 
the fact htat they saw Him after 
His crucifixion. 


They were'affected by His death 
just as we arc all affected by the 
death .of one we love. They were 
sad beyond measure, and they were 
bewildered by the blow that 
had 
been struck. 


But beyond their sadness was the 
intensity of a great disappointment 
and dicouragment, the blasting of 
hopes that had been great enough 
to induce them to leave everything 
and follow a Master about to es- 
tablish a kingdom. 


Then suddenly their 
complete 
despair was transformed into a re- 
' viva! of faith, but a faith that in 
itself was as the resurrection 
of 
something that had died. In that 
new 
found faith their vain am 


bitions and their disputations about 
who should be first were all left 
behind. 


Vision and courage of a new com 
prehension of the meaning of Chr 
ist and His Gospel inspired them 
to go forth to their spiritual con 
quest of the world. 


The miracle of what happened to 
the disciples is the miracle of the 
Resurrection. And faith in the Ri 
sen Lord has been the power anrj 
inspiration of those w,ho have fol 
lowed in their footsteps 'to bring to 
men God's gift of eternal life. '

The Doctor 
Says:

Chewing gum for health's sake 
has no scientific support. The pres 
ent custom of chewing bubble gum 
and blowing it in and out of the 
mouth is an unsanitary practice. 


It appears that the practice of 
gum chewing has grown out of in- 
creasing nervousness of our people 
but the supposition that it relieves 
nervous tension is unfounded. 
a 
group of people who chewed gum to 
see what effect it had upon their 
blood pressures did not show any 
effect, but mouth temperatures ta- 
ken after violent sessions of gum- 
chewing revealed development of 
local heat amounting to several de- 
grees of fever from the muscular 
activity. 


Chewing gum even has 
been 
recommended as a preventive for 
car infections. This idea apparent- 
ly is based on the practice of avia- 
tors chewing gum to keep 
their 
eustachian tubes open during chan 
gcs of air pressure. While this may 
prevent difficulty from air chang 
es, it does not keep bacteria from 
entering the eustachian lube and 
reaching the ear. 


When food is taken 
into 
the 
mouth, both salivary and stomach 
juice starts to flow. The sight, smell 
or anticipation of food can produce 
the same effect. With rare excep- 
tions, sufficient juice is poured out 
to digest the food. If it docs not 
take place in the mouth or stomach 
it will occur farther down in the 
intestine. So there is no reason to 
chew gum to stimulate flow when 
any food is sufficient for the pur- 
pose. 


Can Spread Disease 
Many women who chew gum ap- 
parently do so because they are 
nervous. A more effective way for 
women to relieve nervous tension 
is to do things with their hands 
such as sewing or knitting. Child- 
ren also do much better if they 
arc- given hand work to do 
when 
they begin to show the need for 
relaxation. 


Bubble gum could easily spread 
disease by expectoration of spray 
as it is pushed in and out of the 
mouth, or by handling the gum af- 
ter it has been in the mouth.

The offer was made after more than four weeks of 
bargaining during which each of the union's 89 demands 
was discussed 
in detail. When no agreement was 


reached, the company offered to arbitrate the major 
question of wages in an effort to prevent a strike. 


The union's demands total $66,000,000 a year. This is 
equal to an average of $3 a month per customer. All told, 
the demands would cost the equivalent of 70 cents an hour 
per employee on top of present wage levels. In basic wages 
alone, the average increase would be $18 a week. 


The company has made no offer pf higher wages because 
it sincerely believes there is no justification for an increase. 
But to insure fair treatment to the employees, users, and 
the company we proposed that the issue be passed upon 


by five impartial citizens, appointed one each by the gov- 
ernors of the states in which we operate. 


Telephone wage rates have been increased 63 per cent in 
the last six years. 
They compare favorably with wages 


paid in the same community for work requiring comparable 
: 


skill and training. 


The offer to arbitrate is fair to everyone — to the workers, 
to the company, and to the public. The company hopes 
that a strike can be prevented.

The Resurrection of Jesus of Na- 
zareth is the one great ray of light, 
hope, faith, and inspiration in wnat, 
without that fact, would be a dark 
and gloomy world. 


I dp not mean to be pessimistic 
and ignore the joy and laughter, 
the happy relationships, the satis- 
factions of achievement, and 
all 
the pages of heroism and 
glory 
that mark the history of man since 
the human race began. 


But if the grave is the end of it 
all, the joy and 
happiness 
are 
short-lived, and the glory, no mat- 
ter how great, is tarnisned. 
The 
greater the life Mid the more splen- 
did its achievement, the 
more 
startling, and often the more tra- 
gic, is its coming to an end. 


When news came to the world of 
the sudden death of the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, to shock to the na 
tion was more than the passing of 
a foremost world figure. Much of 
the shock .was at the fact of death 
itself—that death could so sudden 
ly end a career of such forceful 
ness and import and at the same 
time bring about a changed aspect 
of national and international 
af 
"airs. 


The public was forcefully 
im 
pressed with what death is 
and

friend. 


It is in the presence of death that 
we seek some evidence that can as 
suage its sadness and create some 
overpowering hope and confidence 
that can bring light into darkness 
and tragedy. And I know no evi- 
dence in nature, life, or history ex- 
cept the evidence of the Resurrec- 
tion of Jesus. It is the one 
su- 
preme face. 


And what evidence have we of 
that Resurrection? The evidence 
of disciples whose own lives, out- 
look, and actions were changed by 
the fact htat they saw Him after 
His crucifixion. 


They were'affected by His death 
just as we arc all affected by the 
death .of one we love. They were 
sad beyond measure, and they were 
bewildered by the blow that 
had 
been struck. 


But beyond their sadness was the 
intensity of a great disappointment 
and dicouragment, the blasting of 
hopes that had been great enough 
to induce them to leave everything 
and follow a Master about to es- 
tablish a kingdom. 


Then suddenly their 
complete 
despair was transformed into a re- 
' viva! of faith, but a faith that in 
itself was as the resurrection 
of 
something that had died. In that 
new 
found faith their vain am 


bitions and their disputations about 
who should be first were all left 
behind. 


Vision and courage of a new com 
prehension of the meaning of Chr 
ist and His Gospel inspired them 
to go forth to their spiritual con 
quest of the world. 


The miracle of what happened to 
the disciples is the miracle of the 
Resurrection. And faith in the Ri 
sen Lord has been the power anrj 
inspiration of those w,ho have fol 
lowed in their footsteps 'to bring to

The Doctor 
Says:

Chewing gum for health's sake 
has no scientific support. The pres 
ent custom of chewing bubble gum 
and blowing it in and out of the 
mouth is an unsanitary practice. 


It appears that the practice of 
gum chewing has grown out of in- 
creasing nervousness of our people 
but the supposition that it relieves 
nervous tension is unfounded. 
a 
group of people who chewed gum to 
see what effect it had upon their 
blood pressures did not show any 
effect, but mouth temperatures ta- 
ken after violent sessions of gum- 
chewing revealed development of 
local heat amounting to several de- 
grees of fever from the muscular 
activity. 


Chewing gum even has 
been 
recommended as a preventive for 
car infections. This idea apparent- 
ly is based on the practice of avia- 
tors chewing gum to keep 
their 
euslachian tubes open during chan 
gcs of air pressure. While this may 
prevent difficulty from air chang 
es, it does not keep bacteria from 
entering the eustachian lube and 
reaching the ear. 


When food is taken 
into 
the 
mouth, both salivary and stomach 
juice starts to flow. The sight, smell 
or anticipation of food can produce 
the same effect. With rare excep- 
tions, sufficient juice is poured out 
to digest the food. If it docs not 
take place in the mouth or stomach 
it will occur farther down in the 
intestine. So there is no reason to 
chew gum to stimulate flow when 
any food is sufficient for the pur- 
pose. 


Can Spread Disease 
Many women who chew gum ap- 
parently do so because they are 
nervous. A more effective way for 
women to relieve nervous tension 
is to do things with their hands 
such as sewing or knitting. Child- 
ren also do much better if they 
arc- given hand work to do 
when 
they begin to show the need for 
relaxation. 


Bubble gum could easily spread 
disease by expectoration of spray 
as it is pushed in and out of the 
mouth, or by handling the gum af- 
ter it has been in the mouth.

Arbitration Would Prevent 


A Telephone Strike 


The Company's offer to arbitrate the basic wage demands 
of the telephone workers union is still open. 


The offer was made after more than four weeks of 
bargaining during which each of the union's 89 demands 
was discussed 
in detail. When no agreement was 


reached, the company offered to arbitrate the major 
question of wages in an effort to prevent a strike. 


The union's demands total $66,000,000 a year. This is 
equal to an average of $3 a month per customer. All told, 
the demands would cost the equivalent of 70 cents an hour 
per employee on top of present wage levels. In basic wages 
alone, the average increase would be $18 a week. 


The company has made no offer pf higher wages because 
it sincerely believes there is no justification for an increase. 
But to insure fair treatment to the employees, users, and 
the company we proposed that the issue be passed upon 


by five impartial citizens, appointed one each by the gov- 
ernors of the states in which we operate. 


Telephone wage rates have been increased 63 per cent in 
the last six years. 
They compare favorably with wages 


paid in the same community for work requiring comparable 
: 


skill and training. 


The offer to arbitrate is fair to everyone — to the workers, 
to the company, and to the public. The company hopes 
that a strike can be prevented.
